Haggerty all this time was giving an exhi- 
bition of courage that was almost appalling. 
After shooting Connorton he walked with his 
revolver in his hand over as far as Harry Var- 
nell’s saloon at No. 128 Dan M-- 
Carthy, his cousin, ran out of the 
saloon and took the weapon from 
this hand. He asked Haggerty if he was hurt. 
The big fellow tried to smileand said: “I 
think he has killed me. Calla cab quick 
and take me home.” His friends were put- 
ting him into one of the cabs when Officer 
Lavin,’ the big corner policeman, arrived. 
Lavin ordered the men to carry Haggerty to 
Dr. Ransom Dexter’s office. 

“T’ll walk.”’ whispered Haggerty, and sup- 


. ported by two men he tottered to the corner 


and even climbed the steep stairs leading to 
Dr. Rahsom Dexter’s office. His shirt was 
taken off and a scariet hole as big as the top 
of a clothes-pin was discovered. 

Bullet in His Breast. 


The bullet had entered the right breast. 
The doctor was afraid to probe for the bullet, 
because he thought it had pierced the lung, 
Haggerty said: “You had better bore into 
my back for it.” He was perfectly rational, 
and although every word caused him se- 
vere pain he tried to tell the story of 
the shooting. The doctor made him stop, but 
he said several times: “He gave it to me 
when I wasn’t expectingit.”’ He also asked if 
Connorton was dead. When the ambulance 
came to carry him to the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital the policeman offered to carry him 


down-stairs. 

“No,” he said. “ Let me walk down.” And 
he walked out through the crowd, bowing 
politely to the faces he recognized. The 
doctors at the hospital said he might re- 
cover. They haven’t found the bullet yet, 
though. Connorton’s case is more desperate, 
and the chances are all against him. 

The Way to Clear Clark Street. 

The excitement on the street after the shoot- 
ing was feverish. Clark street doesn’t often 
have a treat like this. In other days men used 
to occasionally crack away at each other as 
they do at Dodge City, but those days have 
passed and last night’s occurrence 
marked their only recent arrival. The 
moment before the shooting the streets 
were choked. The moment after 
the shooting the crowd had disappeared like 
dust. Men and women ran into basements. 
Some of the women fainted. In a moment 
after that there were 5,000 persons around that 
corner and near it, surging toward the tall man 
with the white face, who was smiling an un- 
pleasant smile. A good part of the crowd re- 
mained till late in the night discussing the 
affray.

, Haggerty was first taken to the County Hos- 
pital, where an attempt was made to locate 
the ball, but without success, His friends re- 
moved him to the Presbyterian Hospital on 
Wood street about 10:30 o'clock. The 
physicians there did not probe for the ball, as 
they think non-interference is the proper 
treatment. He gave no evidence of serious 
wound forahalf hour after he was brought 
there, but soon indications of internal 
hemorrhage appeared.

At 1 o’clock this morning the physician pro- 
nounced Haggerty’s symptoms quite unfavor- 
able.

The Milwaukee and Northern Railway will be 
part of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
company’s system after Oct. 1. The 

of the Northern was consummated by the 
stockholders of the St. Paul road at their 
annual meeting in this city this afternoon. 
Following is the official announcement of the 
purchase as made by President Miller- of the 
St. Paul company after the meeting: 

“The stockholders unanimously voted to 
authorize the purchase of the stock of the 
Milwaukee and Northern railroad and its 
proprietary lines, embracing 362 miles, the 
price to be paid being one share of Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul common 
stock for one share of Milwaukee and North- 
ern stock, the property being subject to a 
mortgage of $17,000 per mile of 6 per cent 
bonds. The issue of 61,583 shares of common 
stock to pay foralike number of shares of 
stock of the Milwaukee and Northern and its 
proprietary lines was authorized.” 

As will be seen from the above terms the 
sale 18 merely a consolidation of the Milwau- 
kee and Northern with the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul, the stockholders of 
the Northern accepting St. Paul common 
stock in exchange for the Northern stock. 
The basis of exchange is at the rate of $17,000 
per m aggregating $6,158,300, the par 
value of new issue of stock as authorized 
today ; but as St. Paul common stock is worth 
‘but sixty-eight cents on the dollar the deal as 
represented on a cash yaluation would be iu 
round fi $4,200,000, 

With the Northern as part of the St. Paul 
system, the St. Paul will become a formida- 
ble competitor of the Northwestern road for 
Northeastern Wisconsin and Northern Michi-

ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S REPORT, 


The Increase in the Surplus Over Last Year 
e Is but $654. . 

The annual report of the Illinois Central 
railroad was sent out last evening. The re- 
port gives the toéal receipts from the opera- 
tion of 2,875 miles of road as $16,452,022; an 
increase over last year of $1,796,405, nearly 11 
per cent. Exclusive of the Dubuque and 
Sioux City the net earnings of the. remaining 
2,275 miles are given as $4,882,901, showing 
but slight change from the preceding year, 
when they were $4,831,140.. The available 
funds from all sources; including the surplus 
dividend fund, lands, etc.,.were $5,846,332. 
From that sum there has been paid interest, 
$1,514,925; rental, $1,506,956 ; permanent im- 
provement, $213,415; and dividends, $2,611,037. 
This leaves $211,087 to carry to the surplus 
dividend fund set apart as applicable to fut- 
ure dividends. That fund was $202,226 a 
year ago, and with the interest accruing dur- 
ing the year amounted to $210,383,.s0 the ac- 
tual increase of surplus is really but $654.

THE NATIONAL COMMISSION WANTS 
WASHINGTON PARK. 
At the meeting of the National Commission 
yesterday after much discussion the following 
resolution was offered by Commissioner Mar- 
tindale and was adopted : 
Resolved, That in the opinion of this commis- 
sion one single site for the Fair is specially de- 
sirable and itis also specially desirable that a 
part of such site should border upon the lake, and 
that in the opinion of this body the directors of 
the local board may procure a id present to this 
body the most desirable site by adopting Wash- 
ington Park, the Midway Plaisance, and that part 
of Jackson Park lying south of the north line of 
the Midway Plaisance extended through to the 
lake, together with the Washington Park Club 
for live-stock and speed exhibits. 
That, while we do not at this time reconsider our 
action accepting Jackson Park and the Lake 
Front, we respectfully but earnestly request the 
directors of the local body to procure or present 
the single site above outlined. 

After the adoption of this resolution by a 
nearly unanimous vote aspecial committee 
was appointed to lay it before a special meet- 
ing of the Chicago Fair Directors yesterday 
afternoon, where it was explained, maintained, 
urged, and discussed for several hours. Final- 
ly a resolution was adopted by the Chicago 
directors, Messrs. Gage, Waller, Keyes, 
Higinbotham, and Chaimers, instructing 
said committee to wait on the South Park 
Commissioners Monday morning and ascer- 
tain if that board would grant the earnest re- 
quest of the National Commissioners. So the 
matter now stands, : | 

The discussion in the chamber of the Nation- 
al Commission, which lasted for some hours, 
showed an almost unanimous feeling against 
the dual site. It was expressed, however, in 
terms more moderate and less denunciatory 
than those employed at Thursday’s meeting. 
It appeared to be the sentiment of the Na- 
tional Commissioners that Chicago, after 
promising to Congress at the outset to tender 
the best site she had, had not done so, but had 
offered one, or rather two, which did not meet 
the requirements of the law, which spoke of 
one site. It seemed to be their fear also that 
if the dual site were retained the art exhibit 
and other things which please the eye would be 
concentrated on the Lake-Front and the other 

and less attractive features of the Exposition, 
seven miles distant, would be unvisited and 
neglected. 

In defense of Chicago it was said that the 
directors had offered the best site at their 
command; that they had asked for Washing- 
ton Park even before the commission favored 
it, backing up their request with the strongest 
kind of a petition, but had been refused 
peremptorily. What luck the National Com- 
mission would have if it made application for 
the use of Washington Park it was intimated 
that neither the local directors nor any one 
else could foretell, 

In addition to Commissioner Martindale’s 
resolution another was adopted, as stated, 
providing for the appointment of a special 
committee of the local board to cali on the 
Park Commissioners Monday morning and 
see if they would reconsider their refusal, and 
then report the result tothe National Com- 
mission. The committee was appointed, as 
above stated, and the result of its labors with 
the Park Board will be awaited with interest. 

It will be seen that while the members of 
the National Commission have not absolutely 
rejected the dual site they intimated that they 
might do so, and talked almost unanimously 
against accepting it, while they all wanted 
Washington Park. If, after hearing from the 
special committee Monday, they decide, 
whether they get Washington Park or not, to 
reject the dual site they will have exercised 
the power given them by the law of Congress 
Which makes them the persons who are to ac- 
cept the siteand the judges of its adequacy 
for the purposes of the International Expo- 
sition. If they say they will not take the dual 
site the directors will tender them another, 
and if that is not satisfactory still another. 

But there is one thing the National Commis- 


} sion must not do. If the Park Commission- 


ers still refuse Washington Park, and the 
members of the National Commission decide 
that they will stand by their acceptance of 
the dual site, then they must act loyally by it, 
and not open a fire in the rear on Chicago and 
the local board when they return home. If 
they decide to let the dual site stand, it be- 
comes their choice, for by the act of Congress 
they are the ones who accept the site and de- 
termine as to its adequacy. If they accept 
one which they afterwards tell the world is in- 
adequate and unsuitable they condemn them-

HISTORY OF THE STARS AND STRIPES. 

In a little work upon the history of the 
American flag, just published in this city, Mr. 
Robert Allen: Campbell contributes some in- 
formation as to the proceedings of the Con- 
gressional Committee in 1875 in the matter of 
adopting a colonial flag, and also as to the un- 
official proceedings which led to the adoption 
of the present design of the Stars and Stripes, 
which is altogether new. Mr. Campbell does 
not give us the authority for his information, 
and as it may lead to some discussion it will 
be of interest to readers of Taz Tarsunsz to 
know its principal points. 

In the autumn of 1775 the Colonial Congress 
appointed Franklin, Lynch, and Harrison a 
committee to recommend a design for a 
colonial flag. In pursuance of its duties the 
committees went to Cambridge to con- 
sult with Gen. Washington. At the 
house where the members. were  enter- 
tained there was an old professor who 
was.regognized as an acquaintance by Frank- 
Hin, and upon the latter’s suggestion he, as 
well as the host, was taken into the con- 
fidence of the committee for advice, and sub- 
sequently the hostess was made Secretary, so 
that the commission numbered seven instead 
of the original three members. At the first 
official meeting “‘the Professor "? recommend- 
ed a flag which should represent two ideas— 


first, loyalty to Great Britain, and, »second, , 


the determination of the colonies to have 
their rights, and suggested that as these rights 
would be refused the flag should be so ar- 
ranged it easily could be changed to meet the 
new situation of affairs. He recommended, 
therefore, that the union part of the flag of 
Great Britain—that i is, the upright cross of St. 
George on the diagonal cross of St. Andrew— 
should be used to shdW that the colonies had 
not yet cut loose from Great Britain, but 
waited expecting redress of grievances, and 
that the thirteen stripes, alternately red and 
white, the white “‘ peaceably if we can’’ and 
the red “ forcibly if we muast,’’ represent the 
thirteen colonies. His design was adopted, 
and this was the first time a flag with the 
double cross of St. George and St. Andrew 
and with a field of alternate red and white 
stripes was used in this country. 
When it was first displayed at Cam- 
bridge,: Mass., the English at Charlestown 
saluted it, fancying it meant surrender, but 
they soon found out their mistake. Such is 
Mr. Campbell’s version of the colonial flag. 
But this half-English half-American flag con- 
tinued to be used by the American armies and 
war vessels for nearly two years. 

June 14, 1777, the Continental Congress 
passed a resolution that the flag of the thir- 
teen United States be thirteen stripes, alter- 
nately red and white, and* that the union be 
thirteen stars, white in a blue field, represent- 
ing a new constellation. 

There is no record to show who offered the 
resolution or who recommended the design, 
or what was the discussion or what was the 
vote. Mr. Campbell supplies the missing 
links. He sets forth that Washington, Frank- 
lin, and “‘the Professor”? met Dec. 13, 1775. 
Washington and Franklin were hopeful that 
Great Britain still would make a settlement, 
but “the Professor ” had no such hope. The 
latter announced that the time was near at 
hand when the change must be made, and he 
would leave a memorandum of his design with 


the Secretary. This memorandum was de- | 


livered to Washington May 13,1777. A letter 
of the Sesretaryjalso has been preserved, 
in which it is stated- that a meeting: 
was held at Philadelphia on the evening of 
June 13,1777, at which “the Professor’s”’ 


design was adopted, and the next day the reso- 


lution was passed as stated above. The flag 
then had thirteen stars; now it will have forty- 
two. 

Such is Mr. Campbell’s ‘version of the evo- 
lution of the Stars and Stripes. If it be a cor- 
rect one the identity of this old “* Professor ”’ 
should be established. Was it Franklin him- 
self? The great philosopher was equal to such 
a feat. The “‘Professor’s’’ views tally with 
his, likewise the description which is given of 
“‘the Professor.”” To complete the story and 
give it authority “‘ the Professor,”’ the host and 
the hostess, for the latter played a very impor- 
tant r6le.in the game, ought to be unearthed. 
It offers an inviting task for the antiquarians. 


THE BARRUNDIA CASE. 

The New York Herald is surprised that noth- 
ing has been heard from Secretary Blaine in 
reference to the case of Gen. Barrundia, a citi- 
zen of Guatemala, who was killed on board 
an American merchant vessel while in a Guate- 
malan harbor by agents of that Government 
sent to arrest him. It says “that brilliant 
statesman [Blaine] has never been criticised 
for a lack of vigor.”’ 

The reason why Secretary Blaine has not 
been heard. from undoubtedly is that he has 
not had a full report from the Amerncan Min- 
ister, who is charged with having sent an or- 
der to the Captain of the vessel directing him 
to give up Barrundia to the local authorities, 
or, if that report has been received, that he 
has not had the time to consider it, For it is 
the conduct of the Minister and not of the 
Guatemalans in dealing with Barrundia which 
calls for explanation. The Herald says: 

He sought under the American flagthe asylum 
which it gives to political offenders from all na- 
tions ; which it gave to Kossuth, Garibaldi, John 
Mitchel, to the undoubted murderer of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, and which is the universal 
custom of civilized nations. For an American 
Minister to permit a gentleman accused only of 
political differences of opinion with his Govern- 
ment to be shot down on the deck of an American 


vessel and under the American flag is not to be 
endured. 


This is a claim that a political offender is not 
to be given up if on an American vessel, even 
though that vessel be in the waters of the 
country of which that offender is a citizen, 
and though it is therefore subject to its local 
jurisdiction. But such a claim as this eannot 
be sustained. The only ground for making it 
would be in a case where the ship had not in- 
tended to enter any port of that particular na- 
tion, out had been driven there by stress of 
weather. In this) instance Barrundia knew 
that the steamer on which he had taken pas- 
sage was going to touch at a number of Guate- 
malan ports. He put his head into the noose 
knowingly. 

It so happens that there is a Democratic 
precedent which bears directly on this case. 
It was made by Mr. Bayard while Secretary of 


The case, whith happened in 1885, was that 
of a Nicaraguan named Gomez, who was, on 
an American steamer in a Nicaraguan port, 
and whom the local authorities wanted to 
seize. The Captain of the steamer, on asking 
the American Minister for instructions, was 
told that the Government had never consented 
to the arrest or removal from an American 
vessel of a passenger in transit in a foreign 
port, much less if ‘the offense was political. 
But when the matter came before Secretary 
Bayard he decided thus: 

It appears that Gomez voluntarily took passage 
on the vessel knowing that it would enter en route 
a Nicaraguan port. It may be safely affirmed 
that when a merchant vessel of one country visits 
the ports of another for the purpose of trade it 
owes temporary allegiance and is amenable to the 
jurisdiction of that country, and is subject to the 
laws which govern the port it visits so long as it 
remains, unless it is otherwise provided by treaty. 
Any exemption or immdhity from legal jurisdic 
tion must be derived from the consent of that 
country. 

This reads like sound law. The contrary 
has never been claimed by any recognized au- 
thority. Itis true the United States gave up 
Mason and Slidell, but they were seized on the 
high seas. Had the English steamer San 
Jacinto put into New York or Boston with 
them on board the British Government never 
would have protested against their arrest. So 
it is safe to say that there will be no protest 
against the action of the Guatemalan authori- 
ties. 

But with Minister Mizner it is different. If 
he simply notified the Captain that he would 
not be sustained in resisting forcibly the de- 


mand for Barrundia, that is onething. But if 


he wrote an order directing him to give up his 
passenger, knowing that compliance with that 
order doomed the man to death, the matter 
may be looked on in a different light. 


COLLAPSING TURKEY. 

The Turkish Empire would seem to be near 
the point of collapse after an existence of 
about 600 .vears, which may be divided into 
three well marked and nearly equal periods. 
It was established near the year 1300, and rose 
to the zenith of power two and a half centu- 
ries later. Near the close of the seventeenth 
century it began to lose steadily in its con- 
flicts with Russia, Austria, the Republic of 
Italy, and other countries, and its further de- 
cadence was sought to be prevented just fifty 
years ago by the official recognition of the 
Porte as a member of the political system of 
European States. But it was then “ the sick 
man of Europe,” as described by an 
English statesman, and has been grow- 
ing wotse ever since, The remedy was 
applied too late to effect acure. It only pro- 
tracted a painful existence, and the patient is 
now on the point of exhaustion. Turkey got 
aterrible blow from Russiaa dozen years 
ago. The lossof its man-of-war, the Ertzo- 
groul, with 500 men on board, has incited the 
publication of facts of -which many well- 
informed persons on this continent were not 
previously awafe. The vessel left Constanti- 
nople short of funds to pay the steamer’s 
running expenses and was so till she foun- 
dered, the promised supplies not being sent 
to meet her at ports of call. Carrying a dis- 
tinguished officer on an official visit to Japan, 
she had not sufficiént powder on board to fire 
the regulation salutes, nor enough food to 
keep her crew far above thesstarvation point. 
She was unable to pay port dues, and her 
course was so full of ludicrously painful inci- 
dents as to elicit the remark that it was “ only 
worthy of an opera bouffe navy.”’ 

** What a fall'-was there.”’ Atone time the 
Ottoman Empire threatened to swallow up 
the other Powers of the civilized world. She 
dominated nearly all of it that was known to 
the ancients, who called their great sea the 
Mediterranean because it lay in the middle of 
the earth as explored by them. The Sultan 
was looked up to as the lineal successor of 
Mohammed, and therefore as the head of the 
great church founded by the prophet who 
wrote the Koran, He still occupies that posi- 
tion among all “true believers,’’ and proba- 
bly would Gontinue to doso if shorn of the 
whole of his temporal power, as is the head 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Already he 
is hopelessly short of funds, and therefore be- 
reft of real power among other nations, money 
being the sinews of war, which is the ultimate 
appeal. And it may yet be found that one 
secret of this fact, if not the only one, lies in 
the discovery that Turkey is not so essential 
to a maintenance of “ the balance of power” 
as she was supposed to be fifty years ago. 
England has practically shut her out of Egypt, 
Russia is crowding her to the sea in Asia as 
well as in Europe, and may ere long in com- 
pany with Austria bring to bear an over 
whelming argument in favor of a partition of 
European Turkey to compensate for a whole- 
sale appropriation of the Continent of Africa 
by other European Powers. If thus proved to 
be of no value, even as a makeweight in the 
scale of the nations, she must soon drop out 
of existence as having no longer a raison 
d’étre. She will die out as individuals do 
when their task is ended, their mission accom- 
plished. 


EvipEnt.yx the article in Rebates s Trrs- 
unz on “Census Deficiencies’ expressed 
ideas that are in line with the sentiment 
voiced elsewhere on the subject.

A recount of the Second Ward disclosed the 
existence of 274 persons Who had 
been omitted by the Government canvass- 
ers, and it is thought similar errors 
may be found in other parts of the city, and 
one of those men is reported to haveconfessed 
that he skipped the tall flat houses and omitted 
others where he was treated with dbuse. It is 
about as good as decided that the police shall 
make a recount of names and from their re- 
ports the regular statisticians of the Board of 
Health shall compile tables showing just what 
is the actual population of the city. It may 
be hinted to them that a deduction of nearly 
1 per cent ought to be made from the results 
of a count made in October if the figures be 
compared with those of other parts of the 
Union taken in June, the correction being at

“GOSSIP CONCERNING MATTERS OF IN- 
TEREST IN GERMANY. 


Emperors ‘ William and Francis Joseph Wit- 
ness the Military Maneuvers at Eich- 
holtz—Count Kalnoky Said to Favor 
Concerted Action Against America’s 
Commercial Policy—The Kaiser Prepar- 
ing for a Visit to the Austrian Oapital— 
Miscellaneous Items. 

(Copyright, 1890, by the New York Associated Press.) 

Brrtiy, Sept. 20.—A grand parade of the 
troops engaged in the army maneuvers was 
held‘this morning near Eichholz, in the pres- 
ence of Emperors William and Francis Joseph, 
the King of Saxony, Chancellor von Caprivi, 
and Count Kalnoky. At the conclusion of the 
parade Emperor William gathered the officers 
in a group and addressed them, commending 
their efforts in the field. His Majesty thanked 
Emperor Francis Joseph and the King of Sax- 
ony for attending the maneuvers, and said 
he hoped what they had seen had 
convinced them thatthe army remained as 
efficient under his leadership as it was under 
that of Emperor William I., thus furnishing a 
guarantee of the continued solidity and 
strength of the brotherhood of arms. He 
then called for cheers for the Austrian Em- 
peror,whieh were enthusiastically given by the 
officers. Emperor Francis Joseph, in his re- 
sponse to the Emperor William’s speech, said 
he was proud of having an ally in command 
of such troops. The whole operations had 
given him special gratification. 

On leaving the field the royal party drove 
to Liegnitz. The route was lined with local 
associations and the populace in festal dress. 
After taking luncheon at the castle the party 
proceeded to the railway station, where Em- 
peror William bade his guests farewell. There 
was much embracing and kissing, Emperor 
Francis Joseph being especially effusive 
towards Chancellor von Caprivi, shaking hands 
with him repéatedly and wav -by. As 
the train departed Emperor William led the 
cheering for Em rancis Joseph.

Emperor William, accompanied by Count 
von Waldersece, went by train to Kreisau - to 
_ Count von Moltke, with whom they

The rolonged conferences between Gen. 
Caprivi and Count Kalnoky, which have been 
held daily, have been largely d devoted to the 
discussion ot the project of the Austrian 
Premier for closer commercial relations be- 
tween Germany and Austria. Gen. von Cap- 
rivi has been in constant communication with 
Herr Miquel, the Prussian Minister of Fi- 
nance. 

To Combine Against America. 

Semi-official information has been obtained 
to the effect that Austria has taken the initi- 
ative in proposing concerted European action 
against the McKinley Tariff bill. The reports 
in the Paris newspa 
invited to join the Dreibund do not mean the 
political league, but a league whose object 
will be to take common commercial reprisals 
against America. The reports, however, 
were entirely premature. Chancellor 
von Caprivi, evidently feeling himself in- 
capable of deciding the complicated questions 
involved in a tariff war, declined to commit 
Germany to any action before consulting his 
colleagues.

IT MAY NOT BE AN EXTENSIVE STRIKE. 


Much Depends on W. L. Scott’s Action— 
Position of Indiana Coal Miners, 

Private advices received by local representa- 
tives of Illinois coal miners seem to indicate 
that the threatened strike of the miners will 
not be so extensive as at first supposed. If 
there is any trouble it will start at Spring 
Valley and Duquoin, and perhaps in the eighty 
mines of the Consolidated Coal company 
within a radius of fifty miles of St. Louis. It 
is possible that the trouble will be confined to 
those places. 

E. H. C. Richardson of the amon Coal 
Association, com rising the half dozen mines 
around Springfield, said that he expected no 
trouble there. Mr. Warden of Kisser & War- 
den, Dc ggg oe of the Pana minés, agreed 
with him According to their statements all 
the southern mines are paying on the’ basis 
of the Columbus scale, and the agreement 
= the miners runs till May 1, 1891. 

> Ayrontaces was made last spring ‘at Chi- 
saa he Duquoin mines at that time re- 
fused to come into the agreement, saying that 
they had an undertanding with their men 
which was good until Nov. 1 of this year. The 
Consolidated Coal company staid away be- 
cause it does a at deal of machine 
mining and cares little whether the hand 
minerys work or not. The machine miners are 
paid by the day, and while many belong to 
the miners’ organization and sympathize with 
the hand miners, and their wages are ostensi- 
bly regulated upon the basis of the prices for 
hand mining, yet the employers claim that the 
machine men would not leave their work if 
the hand miners went on a strike. 

It is eee eee that W. L. Scott 
refuses to give the advance of seven and One- 
half cents which was agreed upon for Nov. 1 
for all the Northern ere mg nae. If such is 
the case a strike at ee ong ley is next to 
inevitable. _The Spri alley miners work 
the same vein that is worked at La Salle, and 
the conditéons are exactly similar.

Brazit, Ind., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—One 
year ago the Indiana block: operators 
withdrew from the federated organization 
which included Ohio and Pennsylvania, on 
the ground that the ls in those two States 
had combined against them. They then 
formed an independent organization of their 
own. An attempt at a pool with the Illinois

Every township in the county was rep- 
resented, I reckon. I know there 
was a big crowd present. Abe Lincoln 
was there, and he was mad because hecouldn’t 
get anybody to fight him. Aaron Stanridge 
was John Johnson’s second and William 
Whitney appeared for Grigsby. The under- 
brush had been cleared away. The contest- 
ants went at it without gloves. I don’t mind 
how many rounds were fought, but every 
one was a knockdown’ for somebody. 
There was no such _ foolishness as 
there is in this age. I remember that the sec- 
onds came pretty nigh coming together two or 
three times. Finally Grigsby gave out, and 
he was asked if he had had enough, and he 
said yes. That wound upthe Tinaote-Gelanier 
feud. It left the Lincolns on top.”’ 

How the “Chronicles” Were Found, 
Athos, according to the story, ‘it was

The depot at Lincoln City stands about 
where one of the fences of the Lincoln farm 
stood. The old house stood about 200 feet 
south of the de The grave of Lincoln’s 
mother is less than a half mile distant, on a 
prominent elevation, and when the trees shed 
their leaves it is in view of passing 
trains. Until seven years the 
grave owas unmarked out in the 
woods. ‘The cattle browsed about it 
and it become neglected. As the country 
knows, the Messrs. Studebaker inclosed it 
with an iron fence and erected a plain but 
neat headstone, giving the name, birth, and 
date of death age. It is the only inclosed 
— in the burial-place. It is yisited by hun- 

reds every week and kept supplied with flow- 
ers. But some has industriously en- 
deavored to “boom” the place since the 
day of the erection of stone. Three 
branches of the Air Line been made to 
converge at this point. ngers have to 
make a change and wait if they come up from 
Rockport. y have to and wait if 
they come from Evansville, and they have to 
do the same if they come @ from Connelton.

So that the only two things left here to inter- 
est the traveler is the lonely-looking 
grave of Lincoln’s mother and the soil upon 
which the town is built, the latter being the 
ground that was tilled by Thomas Lincoln 
and his son Abraham. | 

The name of the post-office is Kercheval...

Lincoln’s Return to Spencer County. 

Uncle Joseph Richardson, continuing his 
recollections of Mr. Lincoln, said:

The 
last I saw of Abe until 1844 was when he was 
starting out with his pack on his back. 
There was nothing about him_ to 
cause me to remember him 
any more than there. would have been 
about any good-natured, honest lad. One 
day in 1844 a political meeting was advertised 
to come off here, and I went over.’ Soon 
after I got in I saw Lincoln. He was a Presi- 
dential Elector on the Clayticket. From that 
time on we never lost sight of him. But 
what has always puzzled me is, How did that 
man ever get his education? He had no books, 
and he had no opportunity to study them. He 
went away on foot with a pack on his back. 
In less than thirty years we looked up and 
saw him sitting in the White House.” He 
had become President.

Fortunately, canni- 
balism, though once very gefieral, is now 
mainly confined to the most degraded tribes 
of: the South Sea Islands and to some distficts 
of Australia and Central Africa. Lindsay of 
Pitscottie relates that a man, his wife, and 
famiily were burned to death on the east coast 
of Scotland for eating children whom they 
had stolen, and during the French Revolution 
the heart of the unfortunate Prin- 
cess balle: was actually torn out of 
the body by one of the yelling savages 
near, taken to a restaurant, and there cooked 
and eaten. Human flesh is said not to be un- 
palatable, and this is confirmed by the hor- 
rible narrative given by Lindsay. He men- 
tions that as one of the girls was being taken 
to execution she exclaimed: ‘“ Wherefore 
chide ye with me, as if I had committed an 
unworthy act? Give me credence and trow 
me, if ye had experience of eating men and 
women’s flesh ye would thipk it so delicious 
that ye would never forbear it again.’’ The 
Tannese of our own day distribute human

“‘ great happiness.” David Livingstone tells 
us that the aboriginal Australians and the 
Hottentots prefer the intestines of ani- 
mals, and he adds that “it is curious 
that this is the part which wild 
animals anaes begin with and that it is the 
first choice of our men.”” The hippopotamus 
is another favorite meat of the Afri , when 
er catch it. Its flesh, when young, is tender 
and palatable, but becomes very coarse and 
unpleasant with advancinggears. The Abys- 
sinians tind the rhinoceros much to their lik- 
ing; so they do ‘the elephant, which is also 
eaten in Sumatra. Dr. Livingstone speaks 
of ele t’s foot as excellent. “We had 
the foot cooked for breakfast and found 
it delicious. It was a whitish mass, slight- 
ly gelatinous and sweet, like marrow. 
A long march to prevent biliousness is a wise 
pr ution after a feast on elephant’s foot.

man.” The elephants eaten during the siege 
of Paris were said to be a great su and 
the liver was pronounced finer than of 
any goose or duck. 

The people of Zanzibar should stand high 
for the comprehensive character of their 
cuisine. Among other delicacies are a small 
monkey and a sia ag bat. Locusts are 
relished by the Bedouin of Mesopotamia and 
some other Eastern tribes; they are placed on 
strings and eaten on journeys with bitter and 
unleavened bread. The Jews, who were pro- 
hibited eating many kinds of food which our 
larger @xperience teaches are palatable and 
wholesome, as well as some that we- @o not 
venture to touch, were ee to have their 
fill of locusts. The locust is an article of 
diet to this day, but only of the very poor; it 
is thrown into boiling water and eaten with 
salt. To live-on locusts and wild honey con- 
veys a more accurate picture of extreme pov- 
erty and frugality to a traveler in the East 
than to any one else. Locusta, however, are 
not always cooked; sometimes they are eaten 
fresh. They are said to have astrong vege- 
table taste, the flavor largely depending, as 
might be expected, on the plants on. which 
they have been feeding. Livingstone, 
who showed his common sense by not being 
fastidious, considered them palatable when 
roasted. 

Some of the savage tribes of South America 
are accused of eating everything that by any 

ibility will support human life. um- 
ldt saw children drag enormous centipedes 
from their holes and crunch ‘them between 
their teeth; but insects and their larve are 
favorite foods in many parts of the world. 
In the West Indies a large caterpillar 
found on the palm tree, is rec 
a great delicacy—and why not, let us ask? 
To our civilized taste, however, carrion and 
bad eggs seem foods which no human being 
could relish. Not so—the Chinese prefer stale 
to fresh , and the Pariahs of Hindostan 
fight y with the dogs and jackals for 
putrid carrion.
